Types of inform ation 
The new Army regulation- -tate 
they are designed tu preclude two 
types of information from being 
filed in an individual’s record: 
1 
“ Unsupported or unacted upon 
adverse m atter, other than counter 
intelligence information, which will 
prejudice the individual’s reputa 
tion or future in the military serv 
ic e .” 


2 "Allegations which have been 
satisfactorily rebutted and or have 
not resulted in elimination or dis­ 
ciplinary action." 
The regulations state flatly that 
"no anonym ous com m unication will 
be m ad e a part of the individual’s 
re c o rd .” 
To give an individual an nppor- 
trinity to rebut allegations, the re g ­ 
ulations provide that "no adverse 
m a tte r 
will be m ade a part of 
an individual’s record without his 
knowledge and an opportunity be 
mg afforded him either to m ake a 
w ritten statem en t in reply to the 
a d v erse information 
or to d e­ 
cline. in writing, to m ake such a 
sta te m e n t.”

Americans 
will 
surely 
offer 
thanks this year that they and the 
rest of the peoples of the earth 
seem on a firmer footing of peace 
than in many a long day. 
Thev 
can be grateful, too, that they ere 
on the highest plane of well being 
in the nation’s history. 
But beyond these things, the 
American people may be minded 
to voice a special Thanksgiving 
prayer that their President, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, has so far come 
safely through his dangerous ill­ 
ness 
To millions of citizens in this 
land and abroad, he is the image 
of decency, of calm devotion to 
fundamentals of human coopera­ 
tion. of dedication to the caus*1 of 
peace. 
These 
millions 
somehow 
feel 
their safety bound up with this 
man. They are fond of him 
they 
ane fond of a friend and protector, 
for that is how they see him. When 
he was struck down it was like 
sickness in the family. 


When so many hold a man in 
such deep affection, you hear it 
said now and then that this is un­ 
fortunate for the country. 
Some 
say that Mr. Eisenhower is a “fa­ 
ther image,” and that it is not 
right for people to feel so depend­ 
ent on a single public figure. 
A little of this talk is politically 
inspired by men who are grousing 
because 
this 
particular “ father” 
doesn’t happen to lead their own 
party. 
But a good deal of it is 
sincere. 
Perhaps it would be very good 
if more Americans showed today 
a 
greater spirit of self-reliance 
than is evident. 
But in the cir­ 
cumstances oi this age, that does 
not appear to be in prospect. 
The complexities and bewilder­ 
ments of this time drive men to 
look for guidance and help. 
They 
cannot thread their way through 
the daily dilemmas that confront 
them on ev e n hand 
It is under­ 
standable that they should thus 
turn to someone they believe is 
competent to meet their problems 
and master them 


In other lands .md other times, 
men similarly beset have unwisely 
chosen tyrants to solve their diffi­ 
culties. 
We can all 
be thankful 
that 
Americans searching for guidance 
have put their trust not in a dic­ 
tator. nor even in a power-cpnseious 
democratic leader, but in a man 
whose 
decent, 
humane 
instincts 
make him the very opposite of the 
autocrat. 
If men like President Eisenhow­ 
er represent 
the sort of image 
Americans admire and put their 
confidence in, then there is no 
cause for alarm. 
We need feel no sadness, either 
that men see in him a personal 
helper 
We should bequite con­ 
tent that they look to him, and 
that they perhaps choose now to 
pray thanks for his progress toward 
lull recovers.

— This is the 
season when the American people 
give thanks for their blessings. It 
is also a time when there seems 
little 
to be thankful 
for regard­ 
ing the dream held out at Geneva 
lest July for peace with a power­ 
ful potential enemy. 
John 
Foster 
Dulles 
has just 
given a report to President Eisen­ 
hower which was more blunt and 
more pessimistic than that which 
he gave to the American people 
that the Geneva conference was a 
flat failure. 
He told the President 
in 
unvarnished 
lanuguage that 
there seemed no hope of getting 
along with 
Russia and 
that the 
cold war was on again full force. 
Simultaneously. 
Prem ier 
Bul- 
ganin and party boss Khrushchev 
are being received with wild ac­ 
claim in the Middle East: 
are 
making extravagant offers of ec­ 
onomic aid to India, Burma and 
Afghanistan. 
This comes on top of earlier ef­ 
forts to build the Aswan dam on 
the upper Nile for Egypt, on top 
of arm s to Svria and Egypt, an in­ 
vitation to King Saud of Arabia 
to visit Moscow, and on top of sour­ 
ing relations between our two good 
allies, Greece and Turkey; also 
on top of demonstrations against 
us in Greece: where we have ex­ 
pended 
millions 
of dollars and 
man hours for support and friend­ 
ship. 
GERMANY AND RUSSIA 
Simultaneously, I ’. S. Am bassa­ 
dor 
Jam es Conant 
in Germany 
has cabled that a group of German 
businessmen 
known 
as the Kon- 
igstrifi circle already 
has started 
confidential talk' with East G er­ 
man 
Communists for 
a deal be­ 
tween Russia and Germany. 
In 
other words, with the Geneva con­ 
ference failing to bring German 
unity, the Russians and Germans 
must inevitably tackle it without 
us—which means that Germany is 
sure to retire from our NATO alli­ 
ance. 
This. 
of course, 
is what 
the 
French have been telling us all 
along. 
Dulles also must report to the 
President, if he has not already 
done so, that another meeting in 
Geneva is badly bogged down— 
that between the United States and 
Red China. 
U. S. representatives 
discussing 
prisoners 
and 
other 
problems with the Chinese Com­ 
munists in Geneva have refused a 
Chinese request for a meeting next 
spring between Secretary Dulles 
and Premier Chou En Lai. 
As a 
result, the Chinese are about to 
null out of the Geneva talks, and 
can be expected to begin bom­ 
barding Quemoy and Matsu short­ 
ie thereafter. 
This will revive the 
Formosa 
crisis, 
quiescent 
since 
last May. 
The reason 
Dulles refuses 
to 
talk to Chou En Lai is quite sim ­ 
ile, 
An election is upcoming 
in 
the United States. So Dulles does- 
n't want to lay a Republican ad­ 
m instration open to criticism for 
going farther than the Democrats 
ever did in talking to Red China. 
In other words, politics has be­ 
come 
an 
important 
rudder 
in 
guiding our foreign affairs. 
POLITICS GUIDES POLICY 
Secretary 
Dulles’ 
Republican 
friends, 
it is true, 
but politics : 
smack-bang 
into 
foreign 
affairs 
during 
the Korean 
war. 
They 
kept pounding on the importance 
of 
unleashing 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s 
troops, and excoriated Trum an for 
keeping 
Chiang, 
allegedly 
with 
hands tied, on Formosa. 
Now-, of course, the present ad­ 
ministration is right back where 
Trum an was and Ike actually ask­ 
ed Congress for a resolution au­ 
thorizing him to bomb the Chinese j 
mainland 
in 
order 
to 
protect 
Chiang, not unleash him. 
So it’s only natural for Dulles 
to 
fear 
that Democratic 
circles 
turn the trick and criticize his cur­ 
rent failures. 
The in jection of politics into for- j 
eign affairs incidentally, 
is one 
thing we should be most unthank­ 
ful for today. 
For when you consider the Ge- I 
neva 
conference carefully, 
you 
w ll find its failure resulted p art­ 
ly from politics. 
It resulted from 
the fact that the Geneva summit j 
meeting was built up into a great 
triumph when actually it was no 
triumph—merely a hazardous but 
vorv worth-while start on a most 
difficult path to peace. 
Reason it was built into such a 
triumph was pure politics.

Madison Avenue boys around Eis­ 
enhower saw Geneva as a great 
propaganda weapon to make him 
run again.

’ public on demanding the re-elect­ 
ing of the indispensable man. 
The Eisenhower popularity poll. 
it will be recalled, shot way u p ' 
alter Geneva. 
He had been hav­ 
ing trouble over Dixon-Yates. the i 
beginning of the Harold Talbott 
scandal, 
failure 
to pass a school 
bill. 
a highway 
bill, over 
the 
bungling of Sulk vaccine, and the 
Ineptitude of Mrs. Hobby. 
But 
suddenly these 
domestic 
problems and bunglings faded 
to 
insignificance as the Geneva sum ­ 
mit 
meeting gave 
the Madison 
Avenue boys the chance to usher 
i in a new era of Republican peace. 
IKE WAS OK 
Actually, Ike did a good job at 
Geneva. 
That was my opinion, 
and I was there. 
But what he did 
was make a start toward the solu­ 
tion of an extremely difficult prob­ 
lem which could not be solved in a 
week, 
a month, 
or a year 
and 
j which should not have been fanned 
up as a great victory by the po­ 
litical propagandists. 
What they did was to take an 
unsuspecting and gullible 
public 
ut to the Geneva summit of hope, 
then let us down to the valley of 
disappointment 
Peace doesn’t come 
that way. t 
And our foreign affairs, while not 
in good shape, are not in as bad 
sh a ive as the headlines indicate. 
Ail of this is by way of saying 
that I think we have more to be 
thankful for—or perhaps less to 
bo unthankful for—at this Thanks­ 
giving time than appears on the 
surface.

aboard company liners.

.VI Whitman, company secre 
tary. told a reporter that it was 
a "long standing” policy 
of the 
company's board of director' to 
keep secret how 
many congress 
men are taking the free cruises. 
Records in Storage 
The Defense Department 
said 
"several thousand”

fests must be hauled out of 'tor 
age in K arlas City, Mo., and ex 
a mined

with records of 
■ hundreds of changes” in congree 
sional itineraries before full de 
tails of congressional junkets are 
made public. The department said 
it would take between six and eight 
weeks to compile the records.
